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Council  Hires  New  Executive  Director 


The  Montana  Arts  Council 
needed  look  no  further  than  its  own 
backyard  when  it  hired  Arlynn 
Fishbaugh  as  the  agency’s  new 
executive  director.  She  will  begin 
work  for  the  Council  on  November 
10,  and  takes  the  place  of  David 
Nelson,  who  retired  as  director  in 
August  after  serving  21  years. 

Fishbaugh,  a  native  Montanan 
who  grew  up  near  Fort  Benton, 
served  as  the  Associate  Director  of 
marketing  for  the  Metropolitan 
Opera  in  NYC,  where  she  ran 
campaigns  for  the  26  week  opera 
season  and  for  The  Met’s  eight  tour 
cities.  She  then  moved  to  the 
private  sector  as  Director  of 
Marketing  for  the  London-based 
National  Video  Corp.’s  New  York 
division,  one  of  the  leading 
producers  of  opera  and  ballet  video, 
featuring  companies  such  as  Covent 
Garden,  the  Kirov  Ballet,  and  La 
Scala. 

Prior  to  this,  she  was  a 
marketing  assistant  at  the  Guthrie 
Theatre  in  Minneapolis  and  led  the 
marketing  efforts  for  Houston 
Grand  Opera’s  touring  division, 
Texas  Opera  Theater,  where  she 
developed  a  promotion  assistance 
program  for  presenters  which  was 
subsequently  used  as  a  national 
model. 

Even  growing  up  on  a  farm, 
Fishbaugh  said  her  life  was  shaped 
significantly  by  the  arts  in  our  state 
through  visits  to  theater,  concerts 
and  exhibits  in  Great  Falls,  trips  to 
Fort  Peck  Summer  Theatre,  and  the 
early  Montana  Rep  tours. 


Collectively,  these  early  experiences 
led  to  a  BFA  in  Theatre  from  the 
University  of  Montana,  and  a 
Master’s  in  Theatre  Management 
from  UCLA. 

Fishbaugh  returned  to  Montana 
in  1990  and  has  been  booking 
manager  for  The  Montana  Repertory 
Theatre  for  the  past  year  and  a  half. 
Within  two  years,  she  increased  the 
tour  activity  to  double  income  for 
the  theater  and  worked  closely  with 
select  Montana  communities  to 
expand  their  local  marketing 
support. 

“While  working  with  The 
Montana  Rep,  I  have  had  the 
pleasure  to  meet  with  a  number  of 
arts  organizations,  staffs  and 
individual  artists  throughout  the 
state,  and  have  seen  a  variety  of 
performances  and  museum  and 
gallery  exhibits.  There  is  extensive 
high  quality  arts  activity  in  our  state, 
and  I’m  continually  impressed  with 
the  vision,  quality  and  gritty 
determination  I’ve  seen.” 

While  she  is  a  firm  believer  that 
Council  support  is  a  necessity  in 
aiding  arts  organizations  and 
individual  artists,  Fishbaugh  also 
sees  the  additional  value  in  helping 
to  build  a  broader  base  of  local  and 
regional  support.  “If  you  examine 
any  successful  arts  organization  or 
artist,  they  have  both  a  quality 
product  and  an  affinity  for  their 
‘audience’  which  creates  a  strong 
relationship  or  bond.  Expanding  and 
strengthening  that  affinity  is  where 
marketing  the  arts  becomes  a  tool  to 
increase  local,  state-wide  and 


governmental  support  for  funding 
and  programs  for  organizations  and 
individual  artists.  I  look  forward  to 
applying  my  particular  background  in 
this  mission  to  build  on  the  successes 
of  the  agency  to  benefit  and  expand 
our  constituency  in  the  state.”  □

■  n  the  Road 
with  Suzanne 

As  with  anything  we  do  in  our 
lives,  luck  often  seems  to  play  an 
important,  if  not  sometimes  vital 
role.  Take,  for  instance,  a  recent 
week-long  road  trip  I  took  to  the 
northwestern  portion  of  our  state  — 
a  trip  in  which  I  experienced  nothing 
but  warm  beautiful  weather.  Then  I 
scheduled  the  following  week  to  be 
in  the  office  and  it  snowed.  Yes, 
life  is  wonderful ! 

The  communities  I  visited  during 
my  recent  trip  offered  many 
attractions  for  me  besides  beautiful 
mountain  sides  lit  up  by  vibrant 
leaves.  The  artists  and  art  groups 
were  equally  as  spectacular,  as  they 
were  friendly,  energetic  and  down 
right  busy. 

Bigfork  Art  and  Culture  Center 
has  a  new  director.  Joe  Barnes,  a 
native  Montanan,  has  an  impressive 
visual  arts  background  in  graphics 
and  sculpture.  “My  first  focus  for 
our  center  will  be  to  update  and 
revise  the  membership.  Then  we’ll 
put  on  a  fresh  coat  of  paint  to 
enhance  our  artists'  work,”  he  said. 
The  group  had  a  high  security 
system  installed  in  the  gallery  last 
year. 

Across  the  street  from  the 
Bigfork  Art  and  Cultural  Center  is 
the  Bigfork  Center  for  Performing 
Arts.  Linda  Grinde,  the  director  of 
the  435-seat  facility,  is  looking  to  the 
future  as  she  continues  the  ongoing 
programs  as  well  as  creating  new 
ones,  such  as  involving  some  of 
Montana’s  dance  companies  in  the 
center’s  program  schedule.  Linda  is 
an  ex-dancer  and  sympathetic  to 
helping  dancers  in  our  state  gain 
professional  experience. 


Ronan  holds  an  award  for 
having  one  of  the  best  presenters  in 
the  state.  Chas  Cantlon  and  the 
Folkshop  Family  Productions  are 
still  coming  up  with  new  ideas  and 
more  performances  for  their  concert 
series.  Judging  from  their  successes 
they  have  a  good  handle  on  what  the 
community  and  surrounding  area 
want  to  see.  “We’re  presenting  a 
classical  series  this  next  season, 
we’ve  discussed  bringing  in  the 
classic’s  for  sometime  and  feel  it 
will  have  a  strong  appeal  to  a  certain 
segment  of  our  population,”  Chas 
said. 

Since  1988  Poison  has  had  the 
Mission  Valley  Friends  of  the  Arts 
(MVFA)  sponsoring  the  10-year-old 
Port  Poison  Players.  These  groups 
are  dedicated  to  maintaining 
professional  community  theater,  and 
they  are  taking  the  development  of 
community  theater  to  exciting 
heights.  They  have  used  and  will  be 
using  original  scripts  written  by  local 
writers.  Realizing  all  the  while  the 
important  role  community  theater 
plays  in  the  plight  to  make  small 
town  living  more  interesting  for  its 
citizens  and  rewarding  for  its  local 
actors,  they  meet  regularly,  produce 
professional  productions  and  have 
fun  in  the  process.  “Footnotes  from 
the  Footlights,”  a  biannual 
publication  by  MVFA,  is  hot  off  the 
press  for  the  first  time.  This  very 
informative  newsletter  discusses  all 
aspects  of  the  organizations  as  well 
as  the  community  theater  season 
performed  at  the  Mission  Valley 
Performing  Arts  Center.  The 
season,  beginning  November  22, 
consists  of  Romeo  and  Juliet, 
Sleeping  Beauty,  Bye  Bye  Birdie  and 
Harvey. 

Eureka’s  Board  of  Arts,  with  its 
six-member  board  which  is  affiliated 
with  the  Tobacco  Valley 


Improvement  Association,  operates 
from  a  building  it  is  in  the  process  of 
buying.  At  the  Creative  Arts  Center 
this  group  has  programs  so  inclusive 
it  would  lead  you  to  think  the  town 
and  the  board  are  much  larger  in 
population.  They  offer  classes  in 
dance,  music,  painting,  crafts  and 
drama  as  well  as  scheduling  lectures, 
workshops  and  seminars.  The  center 
also  sponsors  artists  and  performers 
to  come  to  Eureka.  Most  recently 
the  board’s  plans  include  launching 
a  membership  drive  to  raise  enough 
money  to  purchase  the  building,  at 
which  time  the  group  will  apply  for 
grant  funding  for  renovation  and  a 
new  heating  system.  Footnote  to 
Eureka:  it  was  a  fun,  enjoyable 
meeting  for  me.  While  we  were 
talking,  upstairs  above  our  heads  the 
Saturday  morning  small  children’s 
tap  class  was  in  progress. 

In  Libby  the  Fine  Arts  Group  is 
in  the  process  of  registering  artists 
for  its  annual  Koocanusa  Art 
Rendezvous  in  March.  This  fair 
offers  85  booth  spaces,  is  not  juried, 
accepts  no  crafts  and  registers  artists 
on  a  first-come,  first-served  basis. 
Another  one  of  the  group’s  projects 
being  addressed  is  the  High  School 
Art  Scholarship.  $200  will  be 
awarded  to  a  graduating  senior, 
chosen  by  a  panel,  continuing  in  any 
of  the  art  disciplines. 

The  Writer’s  Group  in  Libby  is 
gathering  material  for  its  sixth 
published  book.  The  books, 
consisting  of  essays,  poems  and 
stories,  are  a  history  of  families  and 
events  which  have  taken  place  in  the 
Libby  area  The  publications  are 
very  well  done  and  attractive  for  a 
book  collection.  This  group,  along 
with  the  Fine  Arts  Group,  has  been 
in  existence  for  almost  20  years.
